Their efforts will de­ 
cline accordingly, and we shall all be 
much poorer as the result thereof.

I'm sure you can trust most 
of the known brands to give 
you the best food possible for 
tho money you spend.

Lot s take bread, flour and 
^cereals as an example. 
Most white bread and flour 
'that >ou buy is enriched. But 
check the label to make sure. 
I t s the enriched white bread 
and flour that you want. 
What It Means 
When 
the 
label 
is marked 
"enriched ', it m eans that extra 
amounts of B vitamins and food 
iron have been added to the 
product. These B vitamins help 
to build red blood. 
Labels 
of 
breakfast cereals 
which carry the word "restored" 
tell JOU that any food values 
lost during the manufacturing 
h a \e been restored in full. 
Of course, some cereals may 
have had these values restored 
Seven though their labels don t 


say it. Personally, I think Its 
something that the manufactur­ 
ers should boast about. 
Other 
food 
items, 
such 
as 
macaroni, noodles and spaghetti, 
can be enriched, too. Macaroni 
foods come in more than 200 
Axite ent shapes, so you have 
a variety from which to choose.

Now all of these foods — 
bread, 
cereals 
and 
macaroni 
items—comprise 
a 
group 
of 
grain foods which should be on 
your daily diet. All of us should 
have at least four servings from 
this group (you can substitute 
cereals for bread, etc.) every 
day.

shopping, let me pass along a 
tip about storing bread. 
Keep bread in a cool, dry 
place. Make sure your bread 
box contains holes to permit 
air circulation.

And 
w hen 
th e re is no sta rv atio n , w h at Is 
th e ex cu se for su rp lu s p ro d u c ­ 
tion? 
This is as true of automobiles 
as of wheat, of children s toys 
a* of butter. We waste land; 
we waste natural reaources; we 
waste minerals and metals when 
we produce more than can be 
marketed. When economic na­ 
tionalism 
becomes 
destructive 
by setting up harriers to the 
movement of the necessities of 
life, then there is no rational 
abundance. 
Joseph's ever-lasting granar­ 
ies did not last longer than 
those of Henry Wallace. In due 
course, the land choked on its 
plenty and resorted to slavery 
to absorb its labor. 
Another factor that enters this 
picture is good taste, which is 
only common sense. A person 
might eat 5,000 calories a day 
but not 30.000 with safety. A 
person might eat a one-pound 
steak at a meal 
but not IO 
pounds. 
Most American major illness­ 
es are alimentary; we eat and 
drink 
too much 
and 
without 
taste. The rise of such illnesses 
as diabetes and some of the 
heart ailments are due to the 
assumption that because there 
is abundance, one must gorge. 
Similarly, the current concept 
that it is necessary to change 
a car. to get a new refrigerator, 
to own the best hi-fi sot, etc., 
is a mark neither of taste nor 
culture. 
It is not sound economics be­ 
cause it reduces the thrift of 
the individual and encourages 
him to look forward to depen­ 
dence. 'There are many side fac­ 
tors in this picture and one of 
the principal ones is the retire­ 
ment 
of 
able-bodied, 
strong- 
minded, competent men at 62 
or 65 when they are capable of 
doing their work excellently. 
What the politicians call "our 
senior citizens” are often men 
of experience, competence and 
capacity who are thrown off the 
assembly line by the calendar. 
I think of Bernard Baruch, 
whose 90th birthday occurred 
last Friday, completing the sec- 
cond volume of his autobiog­ 
raphy. I think of the conductor, 
Pierre Monteux, who at 83 gave 
performances 
at 
Tanglewood 
this summer which few younger 
men could equal. 
Ail about are older men who 
are wasted 
by
